Bloom Raps 
State Outlay 


HARRISBURG 
(UP ^ R e p u b li­ 
can State Chairm an George 
I. 
Bloom today reiterated his p arty ’s 
intention to hold the line against 
new taxes in Pennsylvania and 
rapped the adm inistration of Gov. 
George M. Leader for “ wasteful 
and extravagant” spending. 
Bloom, in a letter mailed to all 
new spapers in the state, outlined 
the GOP position on what he said 
w as a “ battle between two forces” 
in the Republican-controlled Legis­ 
lature and the D em ocratic state 
adm inistration. 
“ Pitted against one another will 
be those who advocate spending 
plans which will m ake added tax­ 
ation necessary, and those who 
are pledged to hold the line on 
taxes,” he said. “ The outcome will 
affect every family in Pennsylva­ 
nia. The conflict in H arrisburg 
stem s directly from a difference 
of opinion as to how much we 
should spend.” 
Bloom said the governor's pro­ 
posed $1.6-biilion General 
Fund 
outlay would require new taxes, 
but the COP program of $1.5- 
billion could be raised through ex­ 
isting taxes, with a $250,000,000 
higher yield than previously, and 
reflected 
in 
bills 
now moving 
through the Legislature.
